him. 
When his wife took the stand, be 
leaned forward in his seat and watched 
her keenly. 
She refused, however, to 
look in his direction. 
Her testimony, 
which it had been feared would prove 
weak and faltering, was clear and Arm, 
and, as far as the statem ent of one wit­ 
ness, could established the truth of the 
charge. 
The wounds on the face of the 
unfortunate woman are, for the most 
part, healed, but she still wears a band­ 
age about her neck. 
The testimony given by the little son 
of the couple was painfully interesting. 
Frank is about 12 years of age, but is 
bright and sharp, with perceptions ren­ 
dered clearer, perhaps, by the sufferings 
which he has witnessed and experi­ 
enced.

The little fellow’s voice faltered occa­ 
sionally as he narrated the terrible B ig h t 
which he had witnessed, but when the 
District Attorney asked him more par­ 
ticularly about various incidents of the 
affair, his account was perfectly accurate 
and consistent. 
Toal offered no defense, not even that 
of a statement of his own remembrance 
of the transaction. It appeared to the 
court that evidence enough had been 
given to show that Frank Toal had com­ 
mitted an assault upon his wife with a 
knife, and that in so doing, he had in- 
teded to kill her. 
He was therefore held 
to answer to the Superior Court and his 
bail was fixed at $10,000. 
He was sent 
to the County Jail, where he will await 
trial.

All the members 
were present. 
The Chief reported in the m atter oi

the proprietor of the 
store at No. 304 N. Main street, when 
the latter discovered eome of Lawson’s 
patrolmen hovering around the place. 
At the last meeting the Board ordered 
that Officer Bracewell be suspended until 
the Chief should investigate. The Chief 
reported that Bracewell had done his 
duty in the affair, except that he should 
have reported the circumstance to the 
Sergeant. 
A communication was also 
read from Oaptain Lawson, Chief of that 
patrol, explaining the action of his men. 
and asking that no misjudgmenc should 
be made of their conduct. 
They had 
merely looked into the store to see that 
everything was all right. Commissioner 
Dexter moved th at Bracewell be rein­ 
stated in hie position and exonerated 
from all blame. 
Carried. 
The application of J. J. Frowein for a 
saloon license was laid over for another 
week, as 
also 
was that of

Kearney. 
On the reouest of the Pound Keeper 
for a special officer to assist him , the 
Chief reported unfavorably. 
In the matter of the appointment of a 
special officer for the Sixth Street Park, 
the Chief advised that he be appointed, 
but be under the orders of the Police 
Department. 
In each of the above cases 
the advice of the Chief was accepted by 
the Board. 
The transfer of saloon license from 
Tony Sertori to G. 
E . Garvin was 
granted. 
S. S. Watson and C . P. Randolph 
offered a petition, coming through the 
Council, for the privilege of putting up 
sign boards, seven by thirty inches in 
size, on each corner, giving the bnsiness 
places in the block, and other informa­ 
tion which would be of con venience to 
strangers. This communication was re- 
tu r re lto th e Council, with the recom­ 
mendation that the request be allowed, 
under the supervision of the Superin­ 
tendent of Streets. 
A petition was received from Louis 
Ebinger and some twenty others, wbo 
live in the vicinity of Spring and Third 
streels, asking that the meeting? of the 
Salvation Army, which are held at that 
corner every night, be stopped. 
After a 
little airy persiflage on the part of the 
Mayor and Commissioner Lindley on the 
subject, it was ordered that the commun­ 
ication be referred to the Council, with 
the suggestion that they order the Sal­ 
vationists either to discontinue their 
meetings or to make better music.

Mayor Hazard eaid that he was not 
ready to vote on the resolutions about 
gambling and the acceptance of bribe 
money by officers until the Board had 
put iteelf on record in some Bort of shape 
in tbe m atter of the appointment of J.

Prom pt A cl'on on th e O u tfa ll 
S ew er—O ur Streets. 
There is a strong feeling in this com­ 
munity that the Council ought not to 
ahiliy-ehally about beginning the pre­ 
liminary woik on tbe outfall sewer. Be­ 
fore any bonds can be sold for that 
purpose it will be necessary to call an 
election to say whether or no bonds shall 
be issued, and thirty days’ notice of this 
election must be given before they can 
be voted upon. Of course, if tbe people 
do not approve of appropriating the 
money needed for the outfall power, that 
ends the matter for the time being, and 
it makes no difference whether the Su­ 
preme Court shall declare the new Char­ 
ter valid or invalid. On the supposition 
that the decision shall be in favor of the 
new Charter, just so much time will 
have been gained. It is generally con­ 
-ceded that the Supreme Court will reach 
a decision on the mooted question within 
a very short time—a time much within 
the limit of the thirty days. Why not 
then, have matters in a state of for­ 
wardness? If, on the other hand, (he 
Supreme Court should pronounce against 
the new charter, the only drawback 
would be the trifling expense of adver­ 
tising the .election, which need not then 
be held. 
Both of tbe political parties have placed 
themselves unreservedly on the platform 
that the outfall sewer ought to be built, 
and at once. There is a practically 
unanimous sentiment upon that point 
amongst the tax payers. The hoods 
would be voted by a large majority. 
Why should they not be put in shape at 
once? Instant action is advisable on two 
grounds. Business is already picking 
up, and such action would.vitalize it to a 
marked degree. Then a considerable 
number of laboring men would obtain 
employment. The wtrk ought to be 
done, and will unquestionably be done, 
and it ought to be done during the com­ 
ing Bummer. 
Outside of there considerations, which 
are very impoitant, in view of our unem­ 
ployed workingmen, it is an exigent ne­ 
cessity that the sewer should be built. 
Under proper sanitary conditions, Los 
Angeles is the healthiest city on the 
globe, and it can be made a genuine 
sanitarium without drawbacks. The fact 
that our death rate is abnormally small 
should not blind us to the dangers of 
neglecting ordinary precautions. Tbe 
ontfall sewer to the ocean is a bond from 
fate that our exceptionally line hygienic 
conditions will be preserved and im­ 
proved. 
A kindred topic to that which we have 
discussed is street work. In our judg­ 
ment. the Council has most unwisely 
crippled the Street Superintendent’s de­ 
partment of the city government. Good 
street i and a completa sewer system are 
desiderata th..t call for imperative recog­ 
nition. We have done wonders on our 
streets during the past year, und we 
ought not to intermit the good work. 


A W ood m an to u r . 
Philip A. Roach was buried from St. 
Mary’s Cathedral yeFterday, and waB 
followed to the grave by an immense as­ 
semblage of friends and admirers, who 
appreciated his ability and worth. The 
deceased waB for years a noted journalist, 
having been associated with a number of 
newspaper publications, but was best 
known in connection with the San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner, when that journal was 
an eveuing paper. He was its business 
manager and part owner, with William 
S. Moss, Ben F. Washington and George 
Pen Johnson, as partners and co-laborers. 
He was born in Cork, Ireland, in 1820, 
aud was brought to this country when a 
baby by his widowed mother. He seemed 
to have made bis mark at quite an early 
age, ss he was appointed United States 
Consul to Lisbon in 1845 by President 
Polk. He was one of the foremost of 
the California Pioneers and was elected 
Alcalde of Mont erey soon after landing 
at that place, being its first Mayor under 
the American domination. In 1853 he 
was elected to the State Senate from 
Mdnterey county, and twenty years later 
was elected to the same body from San 
Francisco. He was appointed by Presi­ 
dent Pierce United States Appraiser at 
San Francisco; and, forturately for his 
purse, which was not particularly full at 
the time, he was twice elected Public 
Administrator of the City and County of 
San Francisco. The charge of the Blythe 
estate must have made him pecuniarily 
comfortable. 
During his legislative 
cbraer Mr. 
Roach was the author of many valuable 
public measures, amongtt them being 
the first resolution in opposition to the 
immigration of Chinese. Being natu­ 
rally of a chivalrous disposition, he also 
introduced and preseed to its passage the 
act punishing wife-beating with tbe 
Bcourge. The courts, howevtr, made his 
weil-meant efforts of no avail, deciding 
that the act was unconstitutional on the 
ground that it was a cruel aud unusual 
punishment. 
Mr. Roach was an accomplished lin­ 
guist and a versatile and profound 
scholar. His knowledge was various 
and thorough and his style chaste and 
luminous. He leaves few better men 
behind him.

The Industrial Parade Before the 
President — Tam iuany Fails 
in Courtesy. 


T r a n s f e r s in real cítate are gradually 
and steadily increaeiDg. For the month 
of April, just closed, they amount to 
$4,524,510, against $3,556,817 for March 
and $3,050,120 for February. The in­ 
crease for April over March was $907,693 
and over February $1,474,390. 
The 
record of conveyances is the best index 
available of the condition of the real 
estate marktt, and the satisfactory way 
in which the volume of sales is increas­ 
ing shows conclusively that there is 
very healthy feeling a boat land values in 
this county. There is no doubt that in­ 
vestors are picking up good properties in 
the city and all over the county, and the 
steadily improving tone of the real estate 
market indicates a speedy return to lively 
times. Confidence in the future of this 
city and section, if it ever was seriously 
shaken, is beinir rapidly restored. 


The Call gives our city credit for just 
one-half the number of votes she cast at 
the last Presidential election. As an in 
dex to population the votes cast sre a 
guiding factor; but the number of voters 
on the great register is the best guide 
Los Angeles cast 12,815 at the laet Presi­ 
dential election out of 14.662 names on 
the great register. Multiplied dy 6 this 
would give us a population of 87,972. 
The census of school children increases 
this computation; but from eighty-five 
to ninety thousand is perhaps the num­ 
ber of people we have in Los Angeles. 
Why the Cali should put our vote at 
6.558, giving us a population of only 
about forty-five thousand is one of those 
things only a Northern California newt- 
paper fellow can explain. 


T h e disease which has affected the 
vines is confined mainly to tbe Mission 
grape. The Berger, Zinfandel and oritsr 
varieties seem to be impervious to the 
mriady. 
Tbe remedial experiments, 
made by lion. J. DeBaith «horb and 
otYer Viticulture’ Commissioners, have 
been pronounced successful. Some cf 
oar vignerons, who have replaced thi 
Mission vines with other varieties, are 
gratified with the result. The effect of 
the mysterious disease will probably be 
so retire the Mission grape from our 
vineyards. 
It lias been Bucuessfullj 
grown here for one hundred years, and 
is, perhaps, exhausted by age. 


Now ccrne forward the owners of the 
Massac concession in Lower California 
w itbaeehem e that looks very like a 
blind to circumvent the Restriction Act. 
it is said that tbe company are about to 
im]*ort Chinese on a large scale, to work 
in tin placer mines. As it is not likely 
that those alleged mines will I e worked 
to any great extent, a large importa­ 


t i o n of coolies from China could ba for 
mo other purpose than to smuggle them 
acreaB the line into California. There 
would be big money in such a encala- 
tasa if suceeefully carried out. 


A m o rtify in g Incident. 
It is somewhat unfortunate, in view of 
tbe marked diplomatic friction which 
has signalized tbe recent relations of the 
United States and Germany, that any­ 
thing should occur to still farther, and 
unnecessarily, complicate them. It ap­ 
pears that Mr. Bates, one of the Samoan 
Commissioners, and Lieutenant Parker, 
were refueei admission to the Exhibition 
formally opened by the Emperor at Ber­ 
lin yesterday, because they wore frock 
coats, instead of the regulation swallow­ 
tail. This was distinctively an official 
ceremony, and called for full dress or a 
uniform. Undoubtedly the foreign Am­ 
bassadors, at least those from monarchi­ 
cal countries, attended in court dress, 
and the least that Mr. Bates and Lieuten 
ant Parker conld have done—Parker 
having the privilege of his uniform—was 
to have donned the regulation dress of 
American gentlemen. This would not 
be exacted, doubtless, on the ordinary 
days of the Exhibition. In Romea dress 
suit is de rigueur on the ceremonial 
occasions at St. Peter’s and at the au­ 
diences granted by t he Sovereign Pontiffs. 
There is a golden mean in such details of 
etiquette that our ministers abroad have 
not always observed. Many of them 
have adopted the ridiculous fashion ol 
of aping tbe ministers of monarchical 
countries, and donning silk stockings, 
tights, laced coats and a sword. When 
Franklin went as tbe envoy of the col­ 
onies to the Court of Louis XVI. he ap­ 
peared in the brilliant Trianon in the 
plain costume of a republican, and the 
great philosopher was indulged in the 
unheard of new departure. But there 
are few Franklins, and his republican 
simplicity was tolerated because he waB 
regarded as peihaps the greatest intel­ 
lectual light of his age. When Mr. 
Buchanan went to the Couri of St. James 
as Minister Plenipotentiary and Envoy 
Extraordinary from the United States, 
it was intimated to him, by the 
proper official, that he would be 
expected to appear in Court cos­ 
tume—tights, silk 
stockings, laced 
coat and sword. He replied that he pro­ 
posed to present himself at the drawing 
room of her Britannic Majesty in the 
dress of an American gentleman, and if 
that was not satisfactory, he would not 
attend Court at all, bat do his business 
through her Majesty’s Secretary for For­ 
eign Affairs. Mr. Buchanan had a per­ 
fect right to take this attitude; and the 
(¿ueeu, with her customary good sense, 
conceded the.point. He afterwards be­ 
came a great favorite with Victoria and 
with all classes of Englishmen. Where 
Bates and Parker made a mistake was in 
not presenting themselves on an occasion 
f state in the conventional garo of gen­ 
tlemen. They have doubtless been much 
mortified by the incident, and they de­ 
serve to be. But the episode, consider­ 
ing their official character,is highly morti­ 
fying to the people of the United States.

Square, by Waverly Place, to Broadway, 
aud down that thoroughfare to Pine 
street. 
HARRISON ARRIVES. 
President Harrison, in a barouche 
drawn by five horses, headed by a squad 
of mounted police, and accompanied by 
Vice-President Morton, drove up to tl e 
Madiscn Square reviewingstandat 10:10. 
Ex-Presidents Hayes and Cleveland, 
Secretaries Proctor, Tracy, Windoin and 
Rusk, General Sherman and Russell 
Harrifon had previously arrived. 
Others on the stand were General J. 
M. Varnuiu, Governor Burleigh oi Maine 
and staff, Brigadier-Geneial H. M, 
Sprague, Brigadier-General John Heap 
per, Fred Douglass, who received a cheer 
he entered the stand, and Senator 
Gibson of Maryland.

This float was surrounded by 100 
members of the Society of Veterans of 
the regular a>my and Davy. 
The next flout rejr eemed “ Washing­ 
ton and his Generals, Mounted.” 
_ 
“ Washington asCommituiier-inChief” 
occupies the center ol ihe line. Major- 
Generals Ward, Pu'naui, Philip Schuy­ 
ler and Charlea Lee on either side. 
Closely following are nine Brigauier- 
Generals, the number api*oiutfed by the 
Continental Congrere at Philadelphia in 
1775; also Marquis de Lafayette, Baron 
Steuben, Inspector-General Rochambeau 
and others. 
Following this, came a float represent­ 
ing “ Washington Crossing tbe Dela­ 
ware,” with a guard of several hundred 
cadets in uniform. 
Then came 3,500 school children es­ 
corting the tableaux of “ Washington at 
Valley Forge.” It represents the winter 
quarters at Valley Forge, and the meet­ 
ing of General Washington with Baron 
Steuben and the sick and wounded sol­ 
diers. 
THE EXEMPTS AND BRAVES. 
The Exempt Firemen’s Association of 
this city, to the number of 200, came 
next. After them came the Tammany 
Hall Braves. A genuine Indian squaw 
and two copper colored braveB, with color 
more than sain deep, accompanied them 
Other displays in line included a mam­ 
moth globe representing the New York 
World, Manhattan Ship-joiDers’ Associ­ 
ation with a mammoth model of a ship, 
and the Hoboken fire department with 
their autiquated hook aud ladder. 
TAMMANY FORGETS ITS MANNERS. 
Some li tie excitement was caused by 
some of the Tammany braves refusing or 
neglecting to salnte the President as they 
passed by. At first, ehouts ot “harsotf!” 
were heard, but when it was seen this 
had no effect, the balance of the files 
were loudly hit sed, except in a few in­ 
stances, w here a proper salute was made. 
It is not thought that the lammanyitcs 
were intentioually disrespectful, but that 
they did not know they were expected to 
salute. 
THE GERMANS’ DISPLAY. 
The Germans had a notable display, 
First came the German-American Sharp­ 
shooters to the number of over 3,000, then 
the Binging societies. A feature of this 
part of the parade, however, tvas the 
great number of tableaux and floatB, 
nearly all the important historical events 
and progress of the last century in arts 
and sciences being represented. Almost 
every trade known to man has represen­ 
tatives among the German population, 
and at least a few artisans from each were 
in line. There wete also floats showing 
Germany’s favorite sports, allegories of 
Bacchus,” “ King Carnival,” “Arion,” 
“Melpomene,” “Columbia” and “ Ger­ 
mania”—in all sixty floats. 
The Third Brigade of the German Di­ 
vision w as made up of various organiza­ 
tions from this and neighboring cities, 
comprising singing societies, shooting 
lube and military associations. 
Several temperance societies and 
Knights of Pythias preceded the float 
“ Resignation of Commission,” and the 
Yonkers Cadet Corps escorted “The 
First Inauguration.” Between the Wash­ 
ington Continent il and 1,000 Sons of 
Veterans was the elaborate tableau, 
“State of Virgiuia,” representing a ship 
of the sixteenth century with adventur­ 
ers in Elizabethan costumes crowding 
the poop-deck, descrying land. 
TABLEAUX OF STATES. 
Then followed a series of tableaux rep­ 
resenting various States, aB follows: New 
York, boat-load of Dutch sailors and voy­ 
agers ; Massachusetts, anchoring of the 
Mayflower; Delaware, christening sav­ 
ages; Maryland, Lord Baltimore and 
George Calvert ; Pennsylvania, the PenD 
treaty; Georgia, last pre-Revolntionary 
colonial settlement. 
After these came tbe Caledonian Club 
of New York and the Seventy-ninth 
Highland Regiment of Veterans. 
The 
Swiss Centennial Commitlee, with Swiss 
tableaux, were escorted by Centennial 
sharpshooters; then came the firemen’s 
division. 
Chief among these were 600 
members of the New York Volunteer 
Firemen. There 4,000 men in this di­ 
vision. | 
Next were 400 Brooklyn police, then 
came the Manhattan ship joiners and 


floats exhibiting their handicraft; oper­ 
ative Plasterers’ Society at work ; cloak 
and suit industry, plying sciflHors and 
needle; marble-cutters mattering chips; 
500 Brooklyn plumbers, 8,000 Brooklyn 
carpenters, and 3,000 members of the 
Union of Carpenters and Joiners of 
America. 
THE SONS OF ITALY. 
Mext came the Italian division. The 
Italian Military Association turned out 
hiiteen companies, and the civic socie­ 
ties as many more. One of their floats 
was a ¡urge boat on which were repre- 
nented ColnmouB aud Washington, dis­ 
coverer and father. The second float 
represented Italy and America sitting 
among ffowore. 
The Scandinavian- 
American Society also made a good 
showing. 
. 
Next came the Hibernians, numbering 
10,060, some uniformed, sorne not. 
An elaborate float, “The World Moves 
On,” added another feature to the col­ 
umn. 
_ 
After a number of trades organizations 
passed, the United Polish societies cante 
along, one of their floats showing how 
paper boxes are made. 
. 
Then came the Colored Centennial 
Committee,-with a George Washington 
coach drawn by four horses. After the 
colored delegation came the regular Dish 
section of the parade. This included 
nearly all the Irish-American socif ties of 
New York, the Papal Veterans, 8,000 
member.-* of the Society of the Holy 
Name, 6.000 more of the Ancient Order 
of Hinernians, 4.000 of the Providential 
Council, temperance societies and a dozen 
Catholic benevolent societies. Straggling 
at the end of the lice were a lot of im­ 
promptu adveitisements of patent nos­ 
trums. 
One of the large lioafs in the shape of 
a trium phal arch v.as wrecked by an 
electric light wire on the way to join the 
procession. On it were seated twenty 
young ladies, v.bo were tossed about and 
thrown to the ground, but none were 
dangerously hurt. 
THE ADDRESS TO THE PRESIDENT. 
The address presented to the Presiden' 
was from the civic, commercial, indus 
trial, and educational bodies cf the city 
in which they renew allegiance to the 
Government, and congratulate the Presi­ 
dent on the completion of the Nation’s 
first hundred years. 
The crowds along the line of march 
were as large as yesterday, but were dif­ 
ferent in appearance. 
Yesterday the 
soldiers were marching, and the ouserv- 
ers were citizens. To-day the visiting 
military is scattered among the lookers, 
and the citizens are doing the walkiug. 
THE PRESIDENT TAKES LEAVE. 
The President left the reviewing stand 
at 3:15 and drovo to Vice-President Mor­ 
ton’s. It is estimated that up to that 
time 90,000 men had passed before him 
THE PRESIDENT LEAVES FOR HOME. 
After a light lunch at Mr. Morton 
residence, President Harrison was driven 
to the New .Breey shore,where he started 
for Washington at 9 o’clock.

A pproach to a P a n ic. 
N ew Y o rk , May 1—The scene of the 
dismissal of the parade at Canal street 
to-day was one of the wildest confusion 
and, atone time it looked as if a panic 
uiiiriit ensue. When the head of the pa­ 
rade arrived the excitement began. Gen­ 
eral Butterfield's stall' were mounted on 
spirited horsep, aud many of them did 
not know how to ride. The animals be­ 
came restless and plunged around vio­ 
lently. The crush of the crowd was 
simply terrible. The police had their 
bauds full. Considerable confusion alBo 
resulted from ilie failure of the riders to 
obey the orders of Chief Marshal Bande. 
In some cases, they wandered in the 
wrong part of the parade. 
In passing the finish, each division 
lutad the Chief Marshal at Broadway 
aud Canal stretts. Thrro were a num­ 
ber cf accidents. The tableaux on three 
of the high floats were caught iu the 
wires and torn. Float number ten, a 
representation of an emigrant ship, with 
deck, siearage and smokestack, while 
turning iutoCanal Greet, was wrecked by 
a car wheel, the right eide of* the great 
truck being wrenched off by the car 
track. The upper part of the struc­ 
ture around the smokestack was occupied 
by half a dozen young girls in costumes, 
while below’ were several women, the 
boiyof the car being filled with a few 
other women and a number of quaintly 
attired men with false beards. With the 
loss of the wheel, the frail structure top­ 
pled over and Huappedand cracked,while 
iho women nod children slid and fell out. 
Their screams were alarming, and many 
policemen sprang forward to aid 
the euppoEed injured. 
Fortunately, 
however, the children only suffered 
from a bad fright, and they wero carried 
away crying. The people, standing near 
by, sprang from their placea with the in 
teuliun of helping a hand. A panic cf 
momentary duration was the result , but 
the police soon restored order. Between 
4 aud 5 o’clock the last organization oi 
the great paradu had been dismissed, 
and the centennial fettival was at an end. 


PARNELL’S TESTIMONY. 


He Repudiates Connection 
with Fenians. 


CONSTITUTIONAL METHODS 


Were W hat He Always Advocated. 
Five Hollar» for Bread and 
Twenty for Lead.”

L o n d o n , May 1.—'The direct examina­ 
tion of Parnell was concluded at to-day’s 
session of the Parnell Commission. Par­ 
nell declared that he had conducted the 
Irish agitation constitutionally. 
Parnell, on cross-examination, denied 
that the Irish World ever collected mon­ 
eys for the Parliamentary party. The 
Irish World had been hostile to himself 
and ihe Parliamentary party siDce 1882. 
Attorney-General Webster here produced 
extracts from the Irxsh World praising 
Parnell's action in Parliament aftsr 1882. 
Sir Charles Russell, counsel for the Par- 
nellites, put in extracts adverse to Par­ 
nell. The cross-examination then contin­ 
ued. Parnell admitted knowing Mooney, 
otherwise known as 
“Transatlantic 
Moouey,” wrote a very violent article. 
Still, witness would not object to receiv­ 
ing Mooney’s contributions to assist the 
party if he did not publish articles advo­ 
cating murder. Witness had held no 
communication with Patrick Ford since 
1881. Parrell emphatically denied that 
his Irish pchemes ever included coalition 
with the Fenians in order to expel the 
landlords from Ireland. He certainly 
aimed to destroy landlordism, but. not to 
drive individuals from the country, and 
never had any idea of resortiDg to illegal 
means. He did not recollect meeting 
Davitt aud John O’Leary, in 1878, and 
dipcussing with them a possible alliance 
between the Nationalists and the Fenians. 
He bad a notion that the National Fund 
of America and the Skirmishing Fund 
were identical. 
Attorney-General Webster here read a 
violent manifesto signed by John Devoy 
and others, and issued at Dublin. Par­ 
nell declared that he had never heard of 
it before. lie had met Dovov, Brealin, 
Finerty and Alexander Sullivan, and a 
number of the physical force men. He 
said he would frankly avow that he felt 
it was no part of his duty to exclude any 
one from the League on account of their 
antecedents. He wanted to include in it 
all Irishmen, trusting that every section 
would accept the new constitutional form 
of agitation. He had aimed at asking 
the physical force men to abandon their 
movement and to accept his. To B hut 
the constitutional door in their face, 
because they did not immediately 
agree, would be very foolish. 
He did 
not recollect making a speech at Lynn, 
Mass.. in which it was alleged he had 
said that when England was beaten to 
her knees the time would have come to 
realize ttie idea of the Nationalists. He ad­ 
mitted that if he had said these words 
he must have been thinking of methods 
of warfare in the event of constitutional 
agitation failing. 
At Troy somebody 
offered him “$5 for bread aud $20 for 
lead.” 
He did not object to the offer 
hecause he thought the offer only meant 
$5 for charitable work and $20 for 
League work. Adjourned.
